This letter is requesting funding for the Plymouth Charter Township’s sidewalk installation 

project in fiscal year 2024. The entity to receive funding for this project is Plymouth Charter 

Township, located at 9955 N. Haggerty Rd, Plymouth Michigan 48170. The funding would 

allow for Plymouth Township to install over a quarter mile of sidewalk along one of the busiest 

roads to connect the two halves of the surrounding community. The project is an appropriate use 

of taxpayer funds because this dangerous gap in sidewalk access currently separates the two 

halves of the Plymouth Township community, forcing residents to either drive or walk roughly 2 

miles to reach destinations that can be accessed by a short walk with the proper pedestrian and 

cyclist safety improvements. These funds would pay for the site prep, construction, and post-

construction landscape restoration for the sidewalk. 

  
The project has a Federal nexus because the funding provided is for purposes authorized by the 

Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) program: 42 U.S.C.5305(a)(4).
